COMMITTEE TO DECIDE 
ABOUT INVESTIGATION 


Communication From General Man- 
ager of Waterworks Depart- 
ment Precipitates Debate in 
Counciti—_Mayor to Ap- 
point Committee. 


A communication to council from 
General Manager Park Woodward, of 
the waterworks department, regarding 
the recent muddy water and the report 
of a special committee, were read to 
council yesterday afternoon and re- 
ferred to a special committee of coun- 
cil members to be appointed by the 
mayor, none of the members of the 
committee to have been connected in 
any way with recent investigations of 
the waterworks cepartment. 

This committee is to take up the 
communication of General Manager 
Woodward and hear from anybody who 
wishes to appear before it, and make a 
report to council whether or not any 
further investigation of the water- 
works department is deemed necessary. 

The communication of General Man- 
ager Woodward is printed elsewhere in 
full. 

Councilman Longino movea that) the 
repori be filed. 

Councilman Martin said that he be- 
lieved a full and fair hearing should 
be accorded the general manager of 
the waterworks and he moved that the 
communication he referred to the 
council .committee on waterworks. 

Councilman Hancock moved that it 
go to the special committee which has 
been acting with the water heard in 
the expenditure of the bond money. 

Councilman Terrell moved that the 
whole matter go to a special commit- 
tee of five who had no connection with 
uny waterworks investigation. 

Counétiman Huddleston said he could 
not see any use in referring the com- 
munication to any body. t@: moved 
that an appropriation of $500 be made 
for a hydraulic engineer to tell the 
people what was the matter with the 
‘waterworks department. 

There Had Been an Emergency, 

Councilman Harman said his com- 
mittee had served to the best of its 
ability. He had no personal feeling in 
the ma¢éter and was a warm friend of 
Colonel Woodward. The city had 
been confronted with an emegency, the 
people were drinking muddy water and 
the special committee had tried to get 
clear water as quickly as possible, 

Councilman Grant said that his crit- 
icism against General Manager Wood- 
waid, he now believed, to have been un- 
j. He had said that the water de- 
pariment was to blame because it did 
not put more pressure on the pumps 
several weeks ago; but since he had 
made the criticism he had ascercained 
that the general manager had asked per- 
mission to put on more pressure and had 
been turned down both by the water 
board and the consulting commuitee from 
council. He could see no use for any 
further investigation. 

Councilman Martin moved that 
matter be referred to the committee 
the whole. 

Cauncilmar Longino said that the: af- 
- fiar had been in the nature of a dogfall. 
The piuddy water was now clear, and 
there it should rest. 

“The cause of the muddy waier,’’ said 
he, “is the city having a piant tha: is 
entirely inadequate. I have never been 
any special friend of Colonel Wood- 
ward's, and I don't suppose he is 4 
friend of mine, but I can’t see where 
he has been to blame in this matter. 
The truth is, there is a gvod deal of 
politics mixed up with this matter.’’ 

Councilman Taylor said that he be- 
lieved it was the duty of council to fix 
the blame for the muddy water on 
somebody. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Quillian resigned the 
chair to Councilman Roberts, and took 
the floor.

Atlanta stands a good chance of get- 
ting the leadquarters of the insurance 
department of the Knights of Pythias, 
employing an office force of seventy- 
five persons, requiring 6,000 square 


feet of office space, and handling 
$2,000,000 a year, accordng to H. Cron- 
|heim, of this city, and Hon. T. J. 
| Carling, of Macon, who returned yes- 
; terday from Chicago, where the former 
had attended a meeting of the super- 
intendents of the insurance’  depart- 
ment and the latter the regular quar- 
terly meeting of the board of control, 
of which he is the chairman of the 
finance committee and one of its most 
influential members. 


Sure to Leave Chicago. 


Mr. Cronheim states that it was 
definitely decided to move the head- 
quarters of the insurance department 
of the orden: from the city of Chicago 
to some other city. The only quali.% 
cation necessary is that the city 
lected must not have less than one 
hundred thousand population. The 
board is composed of nine members, 
and it takes five votes to select the 
Place to be moved to. 

Indianapolis, Washington and Atlanta 
were placed in nomination, but neither 
city could receive the necessary five 
votes, and the matter was deferred to 
the next quarterly meeting of the 
board, to be held in October. In 
Placing Atlanta in nomination, Mr. 
Carling paid a compliment to the de- 
Sirability of this city for the home of 
the insurance branch of the order, and 
he thinks that, in the final show-down, 
Atlanta will stand as good a chance 
as any of the other cities mentioned, 
as several of those favoring other 
cities favor Atlanta as second choice. 

The membership of this part of the 
order is now in the neighborhood of 
ninety thousand. It has assets of 
nearly two million dollars, and the 
cash handled during the year is over 
two million dollars. 

What Atlanta Would Get. 

The clerical force numbers nearly 
seventy-five persons, and the coming 
of this important financial institution 
to this city would not alone give em- 
ployment to a considerable number of 
persons, but add over two million dol- 
lars to the bank deposits, besides add- 
ing to the population through the addi- 


tion to the inhabitants of the city of; 


the officers of the association and their 
families. 

When the board meets In October it 
is believed that other cities will’ be 
added to the list that will make ef- 
forts to sectire the location, and every 
inducement will be offered to secure a 
favorable consideration of their claims. 

New Castle, Ind. had a delegation 
before the board, offering five years’ 
rent free and 2-per cent interest on the 
daily bank balances: but, as this city 
only has about twelve thousand in- 
habitants, it failed to come up to the 
requirements that the place selected 
must have not less than a population 
of one hundred thousand. 

While other cities will make an ef- 
fort to be favorably considered, it is 
believed that the fhree cities mention- 
ed stand the best chance. 

Both Mr. Carling and Mr. Cronheim 
think that Atlanta can make as good 
a showing for the location as any 
other city.

BOTH VALVES GAVE WAY 


IN TWO PUMPS AT RIVER 


General Manager Woodward Was 
Notified Yesterday Morning That 
Water Was Over 23 Feet in 
Reservoir—He Ordered 
Water Turned Into 
the Filters. 


The water at Hemphill Station was 
turned into the filters yesterday morn- 
ing and within the next two or three 
days the people of Atlanta will have 
clear water again. & 

In the center of the 
was clear last night. 

When General Manager Park Wood- 

ward was notified yesterda; morning 
that the water in the reservoir was 23 
feet 2 inches deep, he insiructed En- 
gineer Collier at Hemphill Station to 
let the water flow into the coagulating 
basin and from there through the fil- 
ters. 
It was only a short. time before the 
clear water basin was filled with Chat- 
tahoochee river water, clarified and 
purified. 

The clear water was at once pumped 
into the main that brings the water 
into the city, but as the main and all 
the pipes were filled with the muddy 
water which had to be removed by 
use in different parts of the city, En- 
gineer Collier calculated that it would 
be about three days before clear water 
would flow from the faucets. 

Hobert k. Milligan, manager of the 
Mew ork Continental Jewell Filtra- 
tion Company, who is stopping a while 
in the city, spent the greater par: of 
Sunday at Hemphill Station, inspecting 
the filters. He made a written report 
which is printed elsewhere in:a state- 
ment which General Manager Wdood- 
ward made to council yesterday after- 
noon. 

Two Pumps Break Down. 

The general manager siated. yester- 
day that the two Gaskell pumps at 
the river, which were put on extra 
pressure last Wednesday, had  tem- 
porarily broken down by the valves 
leaking, «rd that they nad to be put 
out of service for a day in order to put 
in new valves. The Holly pump at the 
river was put intd service under a pres- 
Sure of 110 pounds and was Kept going 
until the Gaskell pumps were ready for 
work again. , 

The general manager staied that the 
Gaskell pumps had been used for 14 
years and were unable to stand a 
steady pressure of !20 pounds for sev- 
eral days. The breakaown, however, 
was not serious and was repaired with- 
out much trouble,

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noon today, while the Georgia’s crew 
were at target practice off Province- 
town, in Cape Cod bay. In some man- 
ner, as yet unexplained, two bags of 
powder became ignited, and in the ter- 
rific flash that followed the entire tur- 
rét crew, consisting of three officers 
and eighteen men, were enveloped in 
fire, and received horrible burns, one 
officer and five men dying before the 
ship reached port. 

Four other men received minor 
juries, whose names were not given out, 
@nd who were not taken off the ship. 

Explosion in After Turret. 

The explosion occurred in the after 
turret, where the men, under command 
of Lieutenant Caspar Goodrich, son of 
Rear Admira] Goodrich, commandant of 
the New York navy yard, and Mid- 
shipmen Goldwaithe andJohn T. Cruse 
were operating the eight-inch guns, 

The guns in the forward turrets had 
finished eight rounds of practice, and 
the guns of the after turret had fired 
one round. Two cases, as the big 100- 
pound bags of powder are called, had 
just been sent through the ammunition 
hoist, and were in the arms of the load- 
er, whose name was withheld by the 
ship's officers. 

The loader stood at the breach of one 
of the eight-inch guns, already to in- 
@®ert the charge. At this instant’ the 
turret was seen to be smoky and two 
men, who stood near the loader, saw a 
black spot on the bag, indicating that 
the charge had ignited and was smoul- 
dering. The loader discovered the spot 
at the same instant, and threw himself 
forward on his face, at the same time 
shouting a warning to his turret mates. 
The other men, who had seen the shot, 
were Erich and Hansen, and they also 
threw themselves on the floor of the tur- 
ret. Before the other men in the (turret 
could understang what caused. the 
loader’s cry of warning, there was a 
blinding flash, as the burning powder 
exploded. Flames, smoke and nauseous 
gases filled the little superstructure in 
which more than a score of men were 
confined. As the powder was not con- 
fined, there was no report, nor did the 
vessel suffer any injury, but every nook 
and cranny of the turret was filled 
with flames. 

Every Man Terribly Burned. 

The loader, who was, of course, near- 
est the powder, was terribly burned, as 
was every other man in the turret, with 
the exception of Erich and Hansen, who 
although scorched, escaped with  in- 
juries much less severe than the others. 

Blinded by the smoke and flames, 
choked by the acrid, penetrating gaseous 
fumes, and maddened with pain, the 
men screamed in agony. Some _stag- 
gered blindly up the Jadder to the hatch- 
way in the top of the turre:, wh 
others crept along the turret floor, beg- 
ging piteously for assistance. 

Lieutenant Goodrich and Seaman Ma- 
leeck became crazed, staggered up the 
iron ladder to the top of the turret and 
then threw themselves, headlong, in‘o 
the sea in a despairing effort to choose 
Geath by drowning in preference’ to 
death by slow fire. 

' When the smoke of the burning pow- 
der had cleared away the shipmates of 
the unfortunate men rushed to their as- 


in- 


sistance, and the suffering sailors were | 


Mfted out of the fire-blackened turret, 
and were quickly conveyed to the ship's 
hospital, where their burns were dressed 
by the surgeons. 

In the meantime Lieutenant Goodrich 
and Seaman Maleeck had been rescued 
by a launch that wag returning from an 
inepection of the target. 

The surgical staff of the Georgia was 


s00n reinforced by the surgeons of the 


other vessels in the fleet, who had been 
informed of the accident and summoned 
to the scene. . 
Ship Not Damaged. 

An examination of the turret, 
the accident, failed to show that 
serious damage had resulted to 
ship.

Not until a half hour before the Geor- 
gia came up to her dock at the navy 
yard was it known that there had been 
any fatalities. 
| On the way across Massachusetts bay 
. Midshipman Goldthwaite succumbed to 
his tortures, and a Iittle later death 
ended the sufferings of Turret Captain 
Thatcher and Seaman Burke, Thomas 
Miller. Seaman Hamilton died while the 
ship was appreaching the navy pier. 

Georgia Arrives with Victims. 
When the Georgia arrived at the navy 
yard dock about 4:45 o'clock, a great 
crowd was awaiting her, as well as a 
large corps of newspaper men and three 
priests, the latter believing tMat they 
might be called upon to administer the 
consolations vf the Koman Catholic 
church to dying sufferers of that faith. 
With the exception of the officers and 
the priests, however, no one was al- 
sywWeu upui tile GOCcK. A detacnment 
vt marines, armed with fixed bayonets, 
wept the crowd at a respectable alstance 
and no une was allowed to pass ulvwh 
..c pier. AS soon as the ship was made 
fast to the dock, five ambulances ulvve 
yp tu receive tne injured men, 

ashe sufleters were born down the 
gungeplank on stretchers and placed in 
ineé ambulances which carried them 
tne naval hospital, but wa short uistance 
away. 

Two wards were set aside on the sec- 
and floor of the hospital for the. in- 
jured, and Lieutehauwe. Wovurici wus 
cared for in a separate ward. A mes- 
sage from Rear Armira] Goodrich in the 
afternoon requested hourly bulletins on 
the condition of his son, and they were 
sent to various points along the ralil- 
road line to be delivered him on the 
train, as he hurried toward  Sboston, 
where he was due at 10 oclock to 
night. 

A message also came from Midship-~- 
man Goldthwaite’s parents in Kentucky, 
asking if their son was alive and if he 
would live until they could reach him, 
The return message conveyed the in- 
formation that he was dead. 

The relatives of the dead have been 
notified that the bodies are at the hos- 
pital and asked what disposition shall 
be made of them. If any are not taken 
away, they will be buried in the grave- 
yard near the shipyard. 

Living and Dead Terribly Burned. 

Both the living and dead were found 
to be terribly burned, Three of the men 
were burned beyond recognition. Their 
eyes were burned out and faces, bodies, 
&rms and legs, blackened. 

Soon after the men had been placed 
.n their cots, in the ward, it was seen 
that Lieutenant Goodrich, Pair, Walsh 
and Thomas had but a short time to 
live. Six doctors and attendants watch. 
ed constantly at the bedside of Lieuten- 
ant Goodrich, who was barely alive. 

Several incidents were told of the 
coolness and heroism of some of the 
men just after the explosion. Chaplain 
Charlton was the first officer to reach 
the turret. The first man he found 
was Midshipman Cruse; who was ter- 
ribly injured. He would not allow the 
chaplain to do anything for him, but 
Said: ‘“‘Let me alone; I'y all right. Look 
after those other fellows.” 

In one Or two other cases, also, he 
met with the same spirit of self-sacri- 
fice. 

The national oolors floated at the 
the peak of the Georgia, as she steamed 
up the harbor. As the ship made fast 
to the navy yard dock, the flag at the 
peak was lowered and the flag at the 
stern run up to the top of the staff. 
A few moments later every flag in the 
yard was half-masted, while the other 
vessels in port also lowered their colors. 

As soon as the last of the dead had 
been removed from the ship, prepara- 
tions were made for sailing. Word had 
been received from Washington ordering 
the ship back to the target grounds and 
tomorrow the Geo:ga will resume tar- 
get practice. The wWeorgia sailed away 
at 6:06 o'clock. 
Naval Accidents Recalled. 

Washington, July 15.—Aside from their 
deep concern over the injuries suffered 
by the unfortunate turret crew of the 
Georgia, the officers at the navy de- 
partment were a great deal cast down 
when they learned of the accident, as 
it tended to shake the confidence that 
had rested for more tham a year in the 
perfection of the regulations so carefully 
framed with a view to safeguarding hu- 
man life in the turrets, 

April 30, 1904, a terrible accident hap- 
pened on the battleship Missouri, when, 
through a “flare back,” five officers and 
twenty-six enlisted men met their death. 
On that occasion investigation revealed 
that the cause of the accident was the 
insertion of a new charge in the breech 
of one of the big !3-inch gung before 
the burning gases left by the previous 
charge had fully escaped from the gun. 
! The néw charge was exploded and burn- 
ing fragments of powder and cloth cas- 
ing dropping into the handling room 
below in the neighborhood of the maga- 
zines, ‘endangered the whole ship.

bill, adjourned last night ‘at 10:30 
o’clock to meet at a second caucus on 
Wednesday at the same time and place. 

There was evidently a little disap- 
pointment among the staunch support- 
ers Of the bill by the absence of s0 
many professed supporters of the meas- 


ure, and ever and anon the voice of Mr. ' 


Wright was heard—for the meeting was 
executive—beeseeching «those leaping 
early “to remain a dittle longer until 
important matters could be settled.’’ 

Mr. Alexander, of DeKalb, started the 
argument by urging that some  provis- 
ion be made for the sale of sacramental 
wine, and that a provision be made for 
the purchase of whisky for medicinal 
purposes. 

This brought on continued comment. 

“Why, yes,’’ came one voice, “I al- 
ways keep a quart at home for medi- 
Cina] purposes.”’ 

“I want to know where J] can get it 
lawfully,’’ put in another. 

“We all want ‘it—for medicinal 
peses,’’ spoke up a third. 

Then the unmistakable voice of Mr. 
wright was heard: “Gentlemen, if you 
allow this liberty, how can you tell when 
a physician prescribes this ‘medicine’ 
whether it is for a bellyache, a back- 
ache, or an eyeache. We must not al- 
low this bill to go into the house with 
any loop holes or excuses for assaults, 
which I know are coming.” . 

Mr. Covington, of Colquitt, whose 
tone never mistaken, followed, and 
Said: ‘‘We must look after the Ssacra- 
mental wine. I have recently received 
ea letter from a minister, who stated 
that if we fixed it so a man 
wine to a church for medicinal pur- 
poses was prosecuted for the sale that 
it would bring upon the law unending 
ridicule.’ 

It was finally agreed to make no pro- 
vision for the purchase of this wine, and 
it was explained ‘that we will just let 
the deacons furnish the sacrament.”’ 


Will Fight This Section. 

When that section of the senate bill 
was read which allows physicians to pre- 
scribe alcohol in certain instances, Mr. 
Pearsons, of Monroe, led the opposi- 
tion to this measure. For ten minutes 
he stormed against the abuses attend- 
ant upon this ‘‘loop hole,’”’ declaring that 
there’: were some physicians who would 
not hesitate to use this loop hole to 
abuse it. ‘ 

He declared that it would make a bar- 
room out of every small drug store in 
the sta'e, especially where the physicians 
owned an interest, or all of the drug 
store on which the prescription was 
drawn.

ZIMMER REFUSED 
TO OPEN MOUTH 


Dumb Witness Blocks Graf 
Trial at San Francisco, 


WITNESS ORDERED TO JAIL 


Unless Zimmer Consents to Testify 
the State May Fail to Establish 
Charge That $50,000 Was 
Paid City Officials by 
Telephone Company. 


San Francisco, July 15.—Emi!l J. Zim- 
mer, who ig a vice president of the 
Pacific States Telephone Company, 
when called to the stand today by Dis- 
trict Attorney Heney, in the case of 
Louis Glass, also a vice president of 
the telephone company, refused to be 
sworn or to testify and was sentenced 
to five days’ imprisonment for con- 
tempt of court. On Zimmer's testi- 
mony the prosecution depended to es- 
tablish the vital claim that Glass ap- 
proved the disbursement of the $50,000 
bribery money, alleged to have been 
paid to supervisors by Agent T. V. Hal- 
sey, $5,000 of which Acting Mayor Box- 
ton has testified to accepting. 

Mr, Zimmer turned from the clerk, 
who was about to administer the oath, 
and said to Judge Lawler: 

“Meaning no disrespect to the court, I 
have decided not to be sworn. My rea- 
son is that the grand jury has seen fit 
to indict some gentlemen without suf- 
ficient evidence and therefore to pro- 
tect myself I have decided not to take 
the stand.’’ 

Intense silence reigned for a part of 
a minute. Then Assistant District At- 
torney Heney sprang to his feet. ‘‘This 
witness.” ne said in a loud voice, “was 
advised when he was before the grand 
jury that he did not consider his testi- 
mony as such as would tend to subject 
him to prosecution for a felony.

PASS ON MANY BILLS 


HE supporters of the 

T Hall anti-pass bill, which wag 
recommended, by substituté, 
by the committee on railroads last 
week, won a victory yesterday when 
the committee reconsidered its action. 

The coup was planned and executec 
by Mr. Adams, of Chatham, one of the 
youngest legislators in the general as- 
sembly. Monday morning he circu- 
lated around the hall of the house of 
representatives a petition requesting 
Chairman Covington to recommit the 
report from his committee to the house 
back to the committee before it was | 
presented for acceptance or rejection. 

This petition was soon signed by 
majority of the committee on railroads 
and shortly before noon Chairman Cov- 
ington announced that it would be re- 
committed to the railroad committee in 
the afternoon. 

All of the Hall advocates were pres- 
ent when Mr. Adams, of Chatham, put | 
the motion “that the committee reqon- 
sider its action recommencing the} 
‘Hall bill by substitute.’ ” 

The motion was put by the acting 

chairman and the thunderous ayes pro- 
claimed the victory won, and Acting 
Chairman Bean, who was presiding, so 
announced it. 
“ Because there was a visiting delega- 
tion of railroad men in the committee 
room to speak on another bill it was 
agreed not to take up the anti-pass 
bills, but to make them a special order 
for a meeting of this committee at 5 
o'clock this afternoon. 

With the action of the committee the 
status on the anti-pass bill is where 
it was when the committee meet and 
adopted a substitute on Friday. 

The bills vary in this particular: 

The substitute prohibits the issuance 
of passes to any one except the em- 
ployees of the railroads. 

The Hall bill prohibits the 
of passes to state anc county 
only. 

Alexander Turned Down.

The action of the committee will, ih 
all probability, kill the bill most ef- 
fectually, as the house has little time 
left for thrashing out the work which 
is delegated to committeemen. 

The committee reported favorably 
the bill introducec by Mr. Wise, of 
Fayette, calling for the retirement of 
$100,000 state bonds on the Ist of Jan- 
uary, !908 

Banks and Banking. 

The committee on banks and bank- 
ing, of which Mr, Atwater, of Upson 
county, is chairman, will in all prob- 
ability make a report to the house on 
Wednesday, as to the newly drafted 
banking laws, which it will recommend 
for passage at this session of the gen- 
eral assembly.

Anti-Cocaine Bill. 


Representative Whitley, of Douglas,

| this measure is enacted, and there ap- 
(pears to be no reason why it should

‘illegal traffic in these drugs. 
| The measure is one that was recom- 
‘mended by the Georgia Pharmaceutical 
Association, and the reputable 
gists of the state are all extremely 
‘anxious to see it go on 

books. It makes it a misdemeanor, 
punishable under section [039 of the 
‘code, for ‘any person to sell, furnish 
lor give away any cocaine, opium, mor- 
iphine, heroin, chloral hydrate or sim- 
| Har drug, except upon the prescription 
of a licensed physician, who must give 
the name of the patient for whom the 
drug is needed. Excepted from the 
provisions of the act are all recognized 
standard drugs and medicines of which 
these drugs in small quantities consti- 
tute an essential ingredient. Doctors, 
dentists and druggists are, of course, 
allowed to purchase them, but under no 
circumstances is any one allowed to 
sell or furnish such drugs to a known 
habitual user of them, except a physi- 
cian who actually has the patient in 
question under treatment. 


Improvement in Crops. 

Advices received at the state depart- 
ment of agriculture fndicate a decided 
improvement in the crops of the state 
as the result of the recent rains and 
more favorable weather. The improve- 
ment has not, of course, been such as 
to repair the damage done as a result 
of the bad weather conditions early in 
the year, but under favorable condi- 
tions both cotton and corn, as well 
as other crops, have taken a spurt, 
and the outlook now is much more 
favorable than at any time since plant- 
ing began. South Georgia reports a 
splendid cotton crop, and _ indications 
from all sections of the state point 
to an exceptionally fine crop of corn. 


Bank Capital Increased. 

Under an amendment to its charter 
granted vesterday by Secretary of 
State Philip Cook, the Bank of Way- 
cross will increase its capital stock 
from $50,000 to $150,000. This !s only 
another evidence of the rapidity with 
which south Georgia is coming to the 
front financially.

LETTER SENT TO COUNCIL: ~ 
BY COL. PARK WOODWARD! 


HE communication sent to council 
by Colonel Park Woodward, gen- 
| eral manager of the water works, 


was as follows: 


Hon. Mayor and General Council, At- 
lanta. Ga. Gentlemen: Your special 
committee to investigate the water de- 
partment having made their report on 
July 11, which report was adopted by 
you, and this report reflecting as it 
does on the board of water commission- 
ers and the management of the depart- 
ment, and neither the board or the gen- 
eral manager having been given an oOp- 
portunity to explain or refute the 
charges made against the department 
before the council adopted the report, I 
respectfully request that you reconsider 
your action in adopting that report, and 
for the following reasons: 

|. The blame for the present condition 
of the water works system should be 
DEFINITELY FIXED—on efther the 
general manager, the water board or 
the general concil. One of the three 
is guilty of neglect. All three cannot be 
held responsible. 

2. As the policy of the city council 
is involved in this question, it 
would seem that by all rules of law or 
equity, they should not appoint a com- 
mittee from their own body to make 
this investigation. 

3. Having assumed the right to ap- 
point members from their own body, the 
membership of said council should have 
not included men who were known to 
be prejudiced, and had openly expressed 
their opinion in council before said 
committee was appointed. 

4. The chairman of the committee 
should not have been the chief ac- 
cuser, and the one who asked for the 
investigation, and who had in no un- 
measured terms denounced the manage- 
ment as inefficient before said investi!- 
gation was ordered. 

5. The appointment of the two citi- 
zens, Judge Hillyer and the man Shear- 
er, a diseharged employee of the water 
works, also prejudiced persons, was not 
in keeming with justice, as they had—be- 
fore investigating the conditions offi- 
cially—openly expressed themselves as 
antagonistic to the present manage- 
ment of the water works. 

6. Though the general manager of the 
water department, I was not called be- 
fore that committee in anv way-to an- 
swer any question that might arise or 
submit facts or figures touching the 
matters under investigation. In other 
words the investigation was held with- 
out one of the principal accused being 
present to show cause, and defend him- 
self in any way, which is a violation of 
every rule of law and equity. 

7. Because as vrovided by the resolu- 
tion no hvdraulic engineer was placed 
on the committee, and ro engineer pres- 
ent to examine or pass upon technical 
points, which would bear materially on 
the subject under investigatfn. and no 
member of the committee was compe- 
tent to intelligently pass on any matter 
involved. 


“Errors Made by Committee.” 


I will now undertake to point out the 
errors made by the committee-in their 
conclusion, as shown by their report 
as submitted. 

1: The main feature in this report 
deals with the question of pressure car- 
ried on the pumps at the river pumping 
station, and it is stated that the pres- 
sure of 117 pounds had been maintain- 
ed for the past two vears, and had been 
as high as {35 pounds and that the 
pressure had been reduced, which re- 
sulted in the reservoir going down, etc. 
Mr. Harman, a member of the commit- 
tee, states that from an examination 
of the “log’’ of the engineer the pres- 
sure from May. 1!899. to December. 
1904, was from TI7 to !25 pounds. Now 
I respectfullv submit that these state- 
ments are ahsolnutelv erroneous.

"The management Wag aware that in- 
creased pressure had ‘been carried when 
only two engines were available or ‘oot 
fore the third engine was installed, ut 
this was, as stated, when pumps ha 
been out of service for several days 
and head of water in reservoir low, but 
never did deem it advisable to carry yo 
tinuously such high pressure. With a e 
service of a new and additional mnie, 
high or excessive pressure will rn ‘ 
required, but an amply supply will 
had with nominal pressure. 

Under the circumstances and on ac- 
count of dangers that might arise from 
carrying high pressure, the paansgoment 
did not wish to assume the responsibili- 
tv. and therefore consulted with the 
cater board regarding the question of 
carrying the extra pressure for perhaps 
several months. Already this very 
morning the pumps at the river had to 
be shut down on account of broken 
pump valves. This will put them out of 
service today. We are now using the 
big pump at !I!0 pounds pressure.

on the pump, or used _ in calculating 
pumpage. To fllustrate: The pumps are 
now carrying |!20 pounds.. This would 
mean 132 pounds if entered as hereto- 
fore on record, the difference of !2 
pounds being added in calculating total 
head and pump doty. At this station 
the suction lift varies as the river rises 
or falls. 

In June, 1906, the pressure on gauge 
showed 105 pounds, to this was added 8 
pounds for suction lift, making 113

then showed 110 pounds and nothing 
added for suction lift. The pressure in

These pumps were in operation 1,927 
days from January, !899, to December, 
1904, 263 days being deducted for time 
Pumps were idle. Taking the lowest 
pressure Mr. Harman charges as being 
used, 117 pounds, and ealculating whe* 
quantity of water would have been de- 
livered in reservoir through the present 
30-inch main, 18,400 feet in length, un.

holds 170,000,000 gal- 
lons of water. If this pressure of II? 
pounds had been maintained, as Mr. 
Harmon states, it would have kept the 
reservoir full, and we would have had 
Over 5,000,000 gallons of water rlood- 
ing the country. It would have not 
only kept the present reservoir full, but 
filled thirty-two more of same size as 
the one we have. If Mr. Harman 
wanted to be fair and arrive at the 
truth, he could have easily gotten any 
engineer to make the calculation for 
him and have saved himself from the 
appearance at least of trying to create 
a wrong impression, and thereby doing 
great injustice to the management of 
the water department. 

When I took charge of this department 
in January, 1896, the daily pumpage from 
river station was 4,797,888 gallons. For 
1906 the daily average wag 12,281,983 
gallons, and for this year it will very 
much exceed that figure, and this has 
been done with the same main we had 
in 1896. I have repeatedly urged the 
necessity for an additional main from 
the river to the reservoir, and the board 
has urged it before the council, and the 
present condition is attributable to the 
fact that this additional main was not 
laid and has not yet been laid. 

‘In a special report to the board, Sep- 
tember 5, 1902, I called special attentiog 
to the necessity for certain improves 
ments and additions to the system, and 
an additional main from the river to the 
reservoir was urged in that report. In 
my annual reports for 1903, 1904, 1905 
and 1906 I again called attention to it, 
and President Rice in his reports te 
council for tie same period called spe- 
cial attention to it, and urged that coun- 
cil provide the money to lay this main. 
All of these reports and recommenda- 
tions are submitted herewith and made 
a part of this communication. 

In the matter of muddy water, for 
which we are now suffering, I am not 
to blame. I call your attention to a 
ccmmunication which was read before 
your body before the committee was 4p- 
pointed, in which I called the attention 
of the board of water commissioners 
and special committee from council to 
the condition and suggested that the only 
way to relieve the situation was by in- 
creasing the pressure on the river pumps, 
this they declined to authorize, and I 
am now condemned for not doing what 
they refused to authorize. I subdmit 
these papers with this communication. 

Condition of Filters, 

The committee saw fit to state that 
proper attention had not been given the 
filters. In reply to this part of the re- 
port, I submit a copy of a communica- 
tion from Robert E. Milligan, general 
manager of the New York Continental 
Jewel] Filtration Company, on this sub- 
ject. Mr. Milligan was for ten years 
chief expert, chemist and bacterilologist 
of this company, and is now general man-~ 
ager. His report will speak for itself: 

Atlanta, Ga., July 14, {907.—Col- 
onel Park Woodward, General Manager, 
Atlanta, Waterworks —Dear Sir: Some crit« 
icism of the filtration plant beng implied in 
the controversy following the improvement 
bond issue having come to my attention, I 
took occasion to visit the plant and investi- 
gate its present condition. The original plant 
consisting of 12 1{0-foot diameter Hyatt Dis- 
charge filters, were installed by us abougé 
25 years ago. While we installed the more 
recent plant which consists of 8 reg 
20-foot New York Horizontal Filters in | 
the increase in the consumption of water 
since 1893 has not been compensated for by, 
any increase in the filter plant and your 
pumping records show that the capacity of 
these filters have at times been exceeded 
three times their normal or stated capacity. 
For ;our information, beg to state that fol- 
lowing the most approved practice in com- 
puting the capacities of filter plants, the 
plant at pumping station No. 2 is as fol- 
lows: 

12 10-ft. Hyatt Discharge Fil- 

ters, total filtering area.. ....1,200 sq. ft. 

8 8 by 20-ft New York S. W. 

Horizontal, total filtering area, 1,192

Calculating this area at the rate of twe 
gallons per square foot per minute, we have 
a total filter capacity of 6,773,760 United 
States gallons in 24 hours, while 46 @ mat- 
ter of fact this plant has at times been called 
upon to filter at a rate of 21;000,000 gallons 
in 24 hours. Notwithstanding this abnor- 
mal condition, my understanding is that the 
plant has at all times delivered clear, bright 
and satisfactory filtered water, and my own 
observation bears this out. This can only be 
explained by the excessive care and attention 
the plan: must have received to maintain 
such results. This care is shown algo in the 
mechanical condition itn which I find the 
plant; substantially the plant {s tn ag perfect 
condition as the day we finished the installa- 
tion. 

My attention was especially attracted by a 
newspaper report of a recommendation to re- 
move the present sand bed, and renew the 
new sand, it being alleged that the present 
sand beds were in poor condition. I investte 
gated this matter carefully and can state 
positively that fhe present sand beds are in 
excellent condition, and would not be ime 
proved by new beds. Tne time, too, neces- 
Sary to accomplish this would prolong the 
present muddy water to at least 30 days and 
cause an expense of approximately $1,000, 
without any consequent advantage. 

While the present capacity ts undeubtediy 
too small for your tequirements. It le palpa- 
ble to any filter expert that in maintenance 
and operation, the Atlanta filters have re- 
ceived extraordinary attention, and you are 
to be congratulated upon the excellent con« 
dition of the plant. Yours very truly,

In view of the fact of the false im- 
pressions which have been created in the 
public mind by the unfair investigation, 
and the report, as made, which seeks to 
throw the responsibility where it does 
not belong, I respectfully request that @ 
committee of impartial citizens, not In 
any way blased on the subject, composed 
of such representative men as Captain 
R. J. Lowry, Dr. R. D. Spalding, C. E. 
Currier, Sam D. Jones and J. K. Orr, 
be appointed to investigate the water 
Situation, and that they be authorized 
to emsploy an expert hydraulic engineer 
to come to Atlanta and act with them; 
and make a thorough investigation into 
the condition of our water works Sy6- 
tem, and determine what is necessary 
to put it in proper condition and to fix 
the responsibility for the present condi- 
tion we are in. 

I will place my resignation as general 
manager of the department in the hands 
of the board of water commissioners to 
take effect immediately wpon a decision 
of said committee and expert that I am 
in any way responsible for these condi- 
tions, on the condition that the members 
of the committee, who made this exami- 
nation and signed the report, Aldermen 
Key and Councilmen Grant and Harman, 
will file with the clerk of council their 
resignations to take effect immediately 
if the decision of the committee ig in 
my favor. 

The Journal has advertised that they 
will give $600 toward securing the ser- 
vices of an expert hydraulic engineer. 
Let the council supplement this with @ 
sufficient amount to secure a first-class 
man. 

In e¢onclusion, gentlemen, you have 
unintentionally done the water depart- 
ment a grave injustice, and you should 
not hesitate to do all in your power to 
correct the impression that has been 
made by that report.

WILL CONCLUDE HEARING 
AFTER TODAY'S SESSION 


House Committee Hears Number of 
Speakers For and Against the 
Proposed Measure to Pre- 
vent the Sale of Liquor 
in Georgia. 


With the galleries crowded witb 
women and the floor of the house 
filled with men, the house temperance 
committee resumed its meeting yester- 
day afternoon at 2:30 o’clock and lis- 
tened for three hours to arguments 
both for and against the prohibition 
bill. D. G. Fogarty, of Augusta, Reuben 
Arnold and Morris Brandon spoke 
against the bill, ana Judge George 
Hillyer, Walter Dunson, E. C. Gallo- 
way, H. Y. McCord, R. A. Broyles, Dr. 
John E. White and J. T. Ggaves spoke 
in favor of the bill, F 

The meeting of the committee was 
adjourned at 5:30 o’clock to meet again 
today at noon or earlier, at the call of 
the chairman. 

It is generally conceded that the 
committee will report the bill favor- 
ably to the house, but it has been 
rumored that those who oppose the 
bill will filibuster on the floor of the 
house in order to prevent its imme- 
diate passage. 

Chairman Wright, of the temperance 
committee, announced at the beginning 
of the meeting that at the first ap- 
plause on either side of the question 
the galleries would be cleared, and 
for that reason excellent order was ob- 
served throughout the entire meeting. 

A feature of the discussion was the 
Statement of Reuben Arnold that the 
passage of the prohibition bill would 
seriously cripple the Hoke Smith ad- 
ministration, /as it would begin the new 
year with a deficit of three-quarters of 
a million dollars, 

Fogarty Favors Jug Law. 

D. G. Fogarty, of Augusta, was first 
introduced to the committee, and sug- 
gested as a fair solution to the present 
problem that an anti-jug law be enact- 
ed and enforced. He contended that 
this enactment would protect the dry 
counties anc would not injure the wet 
counties, which do not desire prohibi- 
tion. 

He spoke more directly of the con- 
ditions in Augusta, arguing that it was 
unjust and unfair to pass a prohibition 
law without due notification to those 
who are engaged in the business. 

Rube Arnold’s Speech, 

Reuben Arnold, of Atlanta, was next 
introduced, and said that he represent. 
ed one-quarter of the taxable property 
of the state, and desired to speak 
honestly and fairly against that Which 
he consicereg to be a rash, haséy and 
ill-advised measure. 

He urged the committee to be con- 
servative and listen to reason. He 
argued that, while the men who were 
supporting the measure were zo00d and 
honest men, they had become fanatics, 
and did not fully appreciate their po- 
He said that the prohibition- 
ists were drunk on excitement. 

He referred to Maine, Vermont, Iowa 
and New Hampshire—how prohibition 
in those states failed to solve the 
liquor question. He admity. ' that the 
prohibition law could be enforced, 
where there was a strong sentiment 
against whisky, but when the majority 
of the people did not desire it, that 
it would be impossible to enforce the 
law.

He argued that prohibition in At- 
lanta would stop the wheels of prog- 
ress. 

His principal argument was in favor 
of home-rule, and local option. He 
argued that in Atlanta the saloons 
were well regulated, and that the law 
was enforced. 

Would Cripple Hoke Smith. 

He stated that the administration of 
Hoke Smith would be crippled, and 
that he would begin a new year with 
$750,000 deficit in the public treasury 
if the prohibition law should be 
passed. 

He stated that interstate commerce 
could not be stopped, and that, even 
though a frohibition law should be

Morris Brandon Against Bill. 

Morris Brandon was introduced, and 
spoke for five minutes against the 
passage of the bill. 

He stated that the bill was not 
prohibitory against drinking whisky, 
but against the manufacture and sale 
of whisky in the state. He argued 
that the anti-jug law would solve the 
problem, and urged that the decision 
be left to Fulton county as to wheth- 
er she should go dry or not. 

Judge Hillyer Talks. 

Judge George Hillyer was next intro- 
duced, and spoke in favor of the bill. 

He prefaced his remarks by saying 
that he would be perfectly conserva- 
tive, and speak only simply and fairly. 

He said that he was mayor of Atlanta 
during the time that prohibition reign- 
ed in Fulton county, and that from 
every standpoint Atlanta prospered as 
She had never done before. 

He read from his own message as 
mayor of the city to the city council 
in. 1887, where he spoke of the very 
great prosperity of the city of Atlanta 
during the time of prohibition. He 
also referred to the address of his suc- 
cessor, Mayor Cooper, whose address 
verifiec the statements contained in hig 
Own. 

He read from the tax records of 1885.

LIQUOR NAMED IN TAX ACT 


Increased State Licenses Proposed 
by Ways and Means Committee. 
Opponents of Prohibition 
Regarded This as a 
Favorable Sign. 


The Hardman prohibition bill, whic? 
was passed by the senate Saturday by 
the vote of 34 to 7, was read in the 
house yesterday for the first time. On 
motion of Mr. Covington it was referred 
to the temperance committee, and is now 
in line for action by the house. ~The 
house temperance committee met in the 
hall of the house at 2:30 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. 

The opponents of prohibition in the 
house took comfort in the fact that the 
general tax act for 1908 and i909, re- 
ported by the committee on ways and 
means, Mr. Wise, of Fayette, chairman, 
included a tax on the sale of liquor, the 
license on retail dealers being raised 
from $300 to $500 and that on whole- 
salers from $200 to $300. As Mr. Wise 
is known as an ardent prohibitionist, it 
was argued by the antis that such a pro- 
vision in the general tax act showed that 
the prohibitionists are not absolutely 
sure of the passage of the Hardman bill 
as it came from the senate, 

There is talk of an amendment to make 
the bill go into effect January |, 1909, 
instead of January !, 1908, as provided 
in the Hardman bill. If such an amend- 


‘ment is added to the bill it would be 


necessary to provide for the state tax 
on liquor dealers next year. 

Another subject touched upon in this 
tax act, which with a few minor excep- 
tions is the same as that enacted two 
years ago, has to do with the electric 
theaters of the state. 

The moving picture shows are scatter- 
ed all over the state and it is estimated 
that there are easily 1,000 in operation 
in Georgia. By the terms of this act 
each of these electric theaters is to be 
taxed annually $120, or $10 a month. 

This will net the state, it is estimated, 
in the neighborhood of $100,000 per an- 
num, if enacted into a law.

Injunction Sought te Prevent Dis- 
crimination by Corporations. 
Washington, July 15.—The appea] of 
the Order of Railroad Telegraphers v. 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company was docketed today in the su- 
preme court of the United States. The 
suit was brought by the telegraphers 
to secure an injunction under the Erda- 
man act, which prohibits corporations 
from discriminating against labor organ- 
izations.

POSTAL DEFICIT FOR FRANCE. 


Great Losg Dae to Reduction of the 
Rate on Letters. 

Paris, July 18.—The reduction of let- 
ter postage in France last year from 
3 to 2 cents has not resulted in the 
augmentation of mailed letters ex- 
pected, but has created an enormous 
deficit which has seriously raised the 
question as to the advisability of con- 
tinuing the reform. The diminution in 
postal receipts from first-class mail 
matter for the first nine months under 
the new law is $4,457,280, to which 
must be added the increased cost of 
service amounting to $771,720. The in- 
crease in the percentage of letters 
mailed under the reduced rate of 
postage was less than !0 per cent.

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PLAYING GAME IS ART 
WITHOUT SIGN OF LABOR 


(From The St. Louis Republic.) 


Baseball is art, not labor. The suc- 
cessful ball player, like the successful 
artist, pursues his profession because 
he loves it, not because it pays him. 
The riches of the world cannot per- 
suade a great painter or a great poet 
Or a great musician to forego his art. 
If 'tis in him he must paint or play 
or sing. So it was with Kelly and all 
the great ball players. They had to 
play because play was in them. They 
played ball when ball offered little. 

Any man of ordinary intelligence can 
learn to daub paint, to pound a piano, 
to put so many feet and so much rhyme 
in a verse. But few can put Ife tnto 
a canvas and fewer still can drag the 
spirit from the body and put it into 
the face in the picture. Any man can 
play ragtime and hymns well enough, 
but there comes a Mozart but once in 
five hundred years. Men may rhyme 
and string words without end, like 
Mr. Austin. But the centuries go and 
come without bringing us a Keats. 
Pete Browning could not sign his name 
nor cash a check or connect ten con- 
secutive sensible words on the subject 
of baseball. But he was an inspired 
idfot at the bat. 

No, the tax-paying, home-keeping, 
lawn-cutting, roof-mending fellow, the 
beau ideal of the “good citizen” makes, 
as a rule, a very dull ball player. He is 
sound and strong and can catch, and 
pat, and throw, but he cannot play 
baseball, because, confound him, he 
cannot think quick enough. 

There’s Stone, and Glade, and Hemp- 
hill, and Peity, and the rest of them, 
all from the farms, handsome, strong, 
upright, law-abiding young men.

STOCKS ACTIVE 
FIRST HOUR 


But After That There Was 
Evtreme Qullness, 


Sudden Animation at Opening Was 
Due to Favorable Bank State- 
ment and Opinion Formed 
Toward Harrimhkn Re- 
port—Shorts Alarmed. 


New York, July 1!5.—The volatile up- 
shoot of prices of stocks and the furious 
activity of the trading of the first hour 
today gave an impression of violent spec- 
ulative activity and of a stock market 
revival, such as had not been seen for 
a long time past. The subsidence of the 
activity, after that, was so abrupt as 
to be rather disconcerting to the opera- 
tors who were attempting to follow the 
movements. Shares sold in the first 
hour aggregated 304,000, while for the 
second hour the total drapped to 78,000 
shares. The animation of the early 
dealings owed something to the surprise 
of a short interest ‘which had followed 
the abrupt relapse in the middle of last 
week and was left uncovered when the 
favorable bank statement and the opinion 
formed towards the WHarriman report 
carried prices uwpward and alarmed the 
shorts. The recommendations of the in- 
terstate commerce commission, accom- 
panying the Harriman report, were re- 
garded as tacit admission that small 
opportunity existed for making a case 
against the railroad combination under 
present laws as theer was no specific 
plan advanced for criminal prosecution 
or even for proceedings to disrupt the 
combination. The assertions in the re- 
port of the failure of competition by the 
lines in the combination was looked on 
as a plea for additional explanation to 
cover the case. The immediate influ- 
ence most feared in the stock market is 
executive action on unexpected and un- 
tried lines, and the more distant prospect 
of new legislation does not make a 
pressing appeal to sentiment. The re- 
ceivership plan for offending corpora- 
tions remains a much more ‘potent in- 
fluence on financial sentiment, and the 
cheerful tone of the early culation 
today owed something to a belief that 
the public reception of the receivership 
plan lacked enthusiasm. The animation 
of this cheerfulness was inclined to wane 
with the first buoyant burst of buying 
stocks. Sobering considerations were 
brought forward again. Of these the 
money market position is most influen- 
tial. In spite of last week’s gain of 
$6,020,800 in the surplus reserves of the 
banks, that item stands at only $6,877,- 
050, which is the lowest for this date 
gince 1893; a year with which a com- 
parison is not auspicious. The interior 
demand for the harvests is too near to 
make this a comfortable margin on 
which to undertake any extensive spec- 
ulative activity, and, in fact, New York 
exchange dropped abruptly to 50 cents 
discount at Chicago today.
